N EW YO RK GV-Nine congress­ 
men will go to a Brooklyn drvdock 
Wednesday to inspect the Swedish 
ship damaged in the collision that 
sank the Italian luxury liner An­ 
drea Doria. 
The congressmen, members of 
the House Merchant Marine Com­ 
mittee, will look over the liner 
Stockholm as the first step in a 
probe of safety at sea. 
The two sleek modem ships col­ 
lided in dense fog south of Nan­ 
tucket Island, Mass., last Wednes­ 
day night. The 30,000-ton D o r i a 
plunged to the bottom of the At­ 
lantic the next day. The 12.600-ton 
Stockholm struggled back to port 
here with a smashed bow. 
In other developments Monday: 
1. The Italian Line s a i d the 
Doria radar-tracked the oncoming 
Stockholm before the fatal crash. 
Capt. Piero Calamai said he him­ 
self watched the Swedish vessel 
approach on the radar screen. The 
line declined to say more about

2. The Italian Line listed tw’o 
known dead. 18 presumed dead and 
29 unaccounted for among the D o 
ria's 3,706 passengers and crew. 


Rescue vessels saved the rest. The 
line hopes many of the unaccount­ 
ed for are safe and only failed to 
register in the confusion at the 
various piers where survivors de­ 
barked.

In the first six months of 1956 
net profits after taxes for a 18 cor­ 
porations, the first to report, av­ 
eraged 5.5 per cent higher than 
in the first half of 1955. But a 
year ago the average gams were 
34 7 per cent higher than the first 
six months of 1954. 
Show Increases 
About three out of four corpo­ 
rations, however, show increases 
this year. There were 120 co m ­ 
panies which fell below the earn­ 
ings they reported in the first half 
of 
last year. 
Eleven 
companies 
operated 
in 
the 
red during 
the 
first half of this year. In the pre- 
Moils year 17 did. 
The industries which, as a group 
declined this year from the prof­ 
its they reported a year ago in­ 
clude automobiles, auto suppliers, 
glass, 
aircraft,

rail­ 
roads and electric equipment. 
Utilities turned in an average 
12 per cent gain in the first half 
of the year. The 397 industrials, 
combined, were up 7.4 per cent. 
But the 32 railroads, with 15 on 
the declining side arid three oper­ 
ating in the red. showed a 23 per 
cent drop this year as a group. 
Biggest I psurge 
Biggest comeback from its own 
private depression of 1955 was the 


meat packing

Knows Her Prisoners

SAN D I R G O . Calif. Cfi ~ One 
stone has been thrown at Virginia 
Ives during her 3'2 years as a 
men’s prison psychologist. 
It grazed the hem of her skirt. 
She doesn't know who threw it and 
doesn't really care. 
Miss Ives, 35-year-old, attractive 
honey-blonde from St. Louis. Mo., 
is one of a staff of seven who try 
to help prisoners at the Navy's 
( amp hlliott Retraining Command 
with their mental attitudes and 
emotional problems. 
She is the only full-time woman 
psychologist in an all-male prison, 
civil or military, in California. 
The 950 men normally confined 
at Camp Elliott, range from mur­ 
derers to those guilty of misde­ 
meanors against Navy laws. 
Miss Ives, 
who obtained 
her 
bachelor's degree in psychology at 
the University of Colorado and her 
master’s degree at the University 
of California at 
Berkeley, 
was 
given a Marine guard to cross the 
prison compound when she stall- I 
cd her prison duties. 


"But I felt silly and unromfort- 
I able, 
she said. "One flay I walk* 
j ed across alone and I ve been do- 


j ing it ever since." 
Nothing worse than the single 
j rock-throwing incident has happen- 
j ed. 
Miss Ives was given her position 
! at the insistence of J. Douglas 
| Grant, clinical 
psychologist and 
I research coordinator of the re- 
| training command when it was cs- 
I tablished at Vallejo. Calif. It was 
moved to Camp Elliott two years 
ago. 
Grant says Miss Ives "repre­ 
sents a mother, or wife, or sweet­ 
heart to the men” and that, as 
such, they have a confidence in 
her that they might not have for a 
male psychologist. 
She tries to readjust the prison­ 
ers' attitude towards the Navy and 
society in general. 
"But generally, we don't have 
nearly enough time.” she says. 
"And some men are here too long. 
With these we have too much 
time.” 


VIRGINIA IVES

Shawl b elieves y ou should clean 
the b ottom of the radiator period­ 
ically to prevent overheating. Also 
charge the storage b attery occa­ 
sionally , especially if the tractor is 
idle much of the time. 
He strongly em phasizes keeping 
clean oil in y our tractor engine. 
Change it when it appears dilly or 
giittv, and at the sam e time re ­ 
place the oil filter. It is also a good 
idea to check front wheel b earing 
play at regular intervals, and re ­
